Wboa a man eals willi moderatioD 
aa to quantity of food, tho per cent, of 

absorbed nutriiuunt Is trreater than 
■when ho oats very lilth'. iviid miioh 
greater than whi'ii ho cuts to excess. 
The con.siiiiiptioii of iiimioileriitoly 
large quantilios of food irralii)n!il 
for this reason ahiiu'; bul, a.si'lu from 
the greater loss, there is a positive in- 
jury to the stomach by distending it 
beyond a proper limit. The feeliug of 
satisfaction is al.so j^rentcst after a 
moderate meal, ^^'a know full well 
that per.souH who have lioeu accustom- 
ed to over-eat have a sensation of 
emptiness when tliey tuk.e only small 
quantities of aliiueiit. Disturbaucos of 
digestion are also sure to follow axees- 
sive eating. It has been obsei'ved in 
the German army that tho young peas- 
ants from a region of country where 
they have livoil largely on potatoes, 
and been obliged to eat large quanti- 
ties, suffer from emptiness \vhon they 
become soldiers and are fed on a more 
concentrated diet The sensation of 
fullness is absent until the stomach be- 
comes used to it. The taking of an 
excessive amount of food leads not 
only to disturbances of digestion, but 
also injury to the power of absorption, 
and this may become a serious matter. 

Moderation in eating and drinking 
shonld bo the rule of life. To eat too 
little is injurious; it leads to poverty 
of blood, emaciation and weakness. 
To eat too much is in some respects 
better than to o;u too little; but if the 
«xcess be considerable the injury will 
be conaide.able also. — Herat of Health. 



The Panama Cunal. 



In tho eyes of the American corres- 
pondeut.H the canal work at Panama is 
conducted upon very Oriental if not 
medieval nations of tho value of time 
and money. Tho clerks who keep tho 
books ride out daily In carriages with 
colored drivers and sometime footmen 
— all at the company's expense— while 
tho manager lives in a perfect palaco 
filled with im])orte(i furniture, and has 
at his corumand four carriages and a 
private palace-car. i\i>gro laborers 
got from to ifli per day when work- 
ing for the company, and about 40 per 
cent, less in tlio employ of the contrac- 
tors. The experience of tho American 
contractors is that tiio terms granted 
them are very low indeed, whilo tho 
Fronch contratrtors are picking fat 
plums. One FriMiclnnau is about re- 
turning to Paris with $-15,0tXJ — tho 
oarnino's of a seven-months' contract. 
It willlie impossible to complete tho 
canal in tho time indicated by Do Los- 
BOps, 1888. It will certainly bo eight 
years before the waters of tho two 
oceans will moot at the isthniu.';. The 
Fronch engineers havo at last given up 
the notion of a soa-level canal as pure- 
ly a vision of absurd engineering. 
When De'Le.'S.ieps wa.s taking in money 
for the project ho scouted the opinion 
of American engineers that a sea level 
was impossible. Surveys made in the 
early part of the century fully demon- 
Stratbd this, and now tho Frenchmen 
begiii to 6'oe the mistake tbemselvos. 

In' tho Suniuior of 1810 A. It War- 
ner, of Guilford, found in tho Uuadil- 
la valley, New York a larj^e turtle. 
Tho shell showed tito marks whore 
initials had been cut in, bul the initials 
of only one ijersou and date could bo 
made out— E. K. J. 188.'). Mr. Warner 
cut A. 11. W., 1810, in llie shell and re- 
leased tlie turtle. In 1880 tho turtle 
was discovered in tho same locality Ijy 
some boys. Tho "10. 11. J.. 18;!5, and 
"A. R. W., 1810," were .still distinct. 
In addition wore "11. ,J. H., 1870, "K. 
B., 1875. and "S. I).. 1880." The tur- 
tle was again turned loose. A few 
days ago it was found aL'ain iu tho 
field whore it was soon in 1810 by Mr. 
Warner. No addition id carvings were 
on tho shell. Tho turtle is no larger 
than It was forty years ago, showing 
that it must have been fully grown at 
that time. 

"Tho trustees had tlie utmost confi- 
dence in their treasurer' .s integrity," is 
tho stereotyped phrase telegniphed in 
connection with anotiicr defalcation in 
Philadelphia. JNo mailer how trusted 
BD omp^loye ^s. who handles your cash, 
it is.cbn^tnoD sense to continually over- 
look his accounts, and then his oppor- 
tunities for thoft will belesaenod.— 
fioston Globe. 



Charles Btirnard has ootitributed to 
tho July St. Nirlio'as a very grtiphic 
and popular account of Barlholdi'a 
great Statue of Liberty, from which 
wo make tho following extract: "In 
llie first place, thoro bad to be a skoteb 
or model. This was u ligure of llu) 
statue iu clay, to give iin idea of 
iiow it woid<i look. Tlie ])ublic ap- 
proved of this moilol. and thou tlio first 
real study of the work was made, — a 
plaster statue, just ouo-si.'ctoealh tho 
siyo of the intended statue. 

"The nest stop \vi\a to maki> another 
iiiodol just four times nu largo, or odo- 
fourlh tho size of tho real statue. This 
quartor-sizi! model being linislied, tlieii 
eaiuo tho task of making tli(i full-size 
moilol in plaster. Out this had to Ifb 
made in sections. For in.staucL', tlio 
hrst section would include the ba.so on 
which tho figure stood, tho fuel, and 
the hem of the garment Tho next 
section would include a circle i|uit(! 
round tho long flowing il rcss, justabovo 
tho hem. The third section would 
stand above tliis and sIkjw more of the 
folds of tho dross, ami l eacli pari way 
up tiio knoo. hi like nuinnnr. the 
whole ligtire would bo divided iato 
sootioiis. .■ V. 

•Tlio qiiartor-size model was first 
divided in tliis way. and then to lay out 
tile fuU-.si/,e i)ian il was only imcessary 
to ui.'ike a i)lan of eacli si'cti(}ii four 
limes as lari^i' a-^ thr ■^rclldn aclually 
was in tlic model. Kvitv part of tlie 
model was coveiotl witii marks or dots 
for guides, and by measuring from dot 
to dot, increasing tlie moaduremeul 
four limes, and thou transferring il to 
tlio larger modol, an e.xacl co[)y just 
four liiiu's as iargi' wa.s made. l'"or 
each of those large sei'tions, however, 
there had to be a support of .some kind, 
lioforo tlio plaster could be laid on. 
llaviag marked on llio tloor an outline 
plan of the onlared section, a woodou 
irame-work was built tij) iiisido tho 
plan. Then upon this frauio-work 
plaster was rouirhly spread. Il soou 
resembled, in a rude way, the eorres- 
puiidiu^ SOCtiou uf lln! iniai Liu-aiz.o 
modol, but was four limes as huge. 
Then the workmen copied in this pile 
of plaster every feature of tho niod(d 
.section, measuring tiud lueasuring. 
aiTain and again, from dot to dot, 
correcting by means of iduiub-liues, 
and paiienlly trying and retrying till 
an exact copy — (jiily iu pro|)orlioii.s four 
times as lar^o — was attainud. 

"The great irregularity of tlio dra- 
pery made il uocessary to put ihreu 
hundred marks on each section, besides 
twelve hundred smaller guide-marks, 
in order to insure un exact eorrcspond- 
enco in proportion between tho enlarged 
sections of the full-size model and tho 
soctious of the <(uartor-size model. 
Each of these marks, moreover, liad to 
bo moasurod three limes on botii 
models, and after that camo uU tho 
remeasurements, to' prove that not a 
single mistake had been made. 

"When these sections in plaster had 
been completed, then came tho work 
of I'lakint' molds that should bo e.\act 
conies both iu si/,e and inoileliing of ihu 
plaster. Those woro all carefully made 
by hand. It was long, tedious, and 
ditlii:ult. Each piece was a mold of a 
pari of tho statue, exactly fitting every 
lirojectioii, depression, and fiirv(s of 
thai |)orlion or till! ligure or drapery. 
Into these wooden molds -siieet of uictal 
were laid, and j)ressed or beaten down 
till thoy tilled the irr<'gi}lar surface of 
the molds. All the repoii.ise, or ham- 
mered work, was done from the back, 
or inside, of the sheet. If the mold is 
an exact copy of a part of the statue, il 
is easy to see that the shiMH (if metal, 
when made to lit it, will, wiien lakeu 
out and turned over, be a copy of that 
part of tho statue. 

"These shoots were of copiier. and 
each was from one to three yards 
square. Each formed a part of the 
bronze .statue, and of course no two 
were alike. 

"In tiiis complicatotl manner, by 
making first a sketch, then a qiiarter- 
sizo model, then a full-size model in 
sections, then huatirods of wooden 
copies, and lastly by beating intu shape 
three iunidrod sheets of copper, the 
enormous statue was finished. These 
three hundred bent urul liamniercred 
plates, weighing in all oisrhty-eight tons 
form the outside of the statue. They are 
very thin, and while tlicy fit each otiior 
perfectly, il is ipiilc plain that if they 
wore put together in their |)ri)per order 
they would never statul aloni'. These 
hammered sliei^ts niiiko tliu outside of 
the statue; but there must be also a 
skolton, a bony structure iusido, to 
hold it together. This is of iron 
beams, firmly riveted together, and 
making a support to which the copper 
can bo fastened." 



Dfifl In;; Woinuiiward. 



A writer in tho JJutnc JuiiriKil bo- 
lievos thalthe old-fashioned courlsliii) is 
passing away, and after asking what 
are to bo tho regulations of courtship 
during the transitional epoch, answers 
as follows: "Nominally and theoretic- 
ally the man still does all tlie courting, 
but really and praclically woriien are 
taking tho matter into their own liaiids.

THE CITY 



This evening will doubtless show tlio 
impresaiun on the public , iiiiiul e.iuaed by 
the aotion of the Dominioii govuriununt 
in roforonce to the Chineae qviestion. This 
province has auffereil aocially, industrially 
aud morally, foryeaia, from the intrusion 
of Chinese to an extent unknown in any 
other'Br'ttish colony or American statu. 
Our olHcial remunBtrancea have been dia- 
regarded; the speeches of our repre- 
sentatives at Ottawa have been culdly re- 
ceived; our legislation on tlie subject has 
been Bot aside. A resolution waa passed 
last seasion adverse to Chinese iiuniigra- 
tion; nevertheless, in lieu of passing a 
bill, the parliament was satisfied with the 
propusal for an inquiry by commission. 
This po8ti)oneioeiit of legislation was a 
grievoua disappointment, because the peo- 
ple here had a riijht to expect otlectivo 
legislation without further delay; they 
wished a remedy applied to the social can- 
cer from.wbiuh they sutl'ered. Large rail- 
way and. and dock works were about to bo 
undertaken'on which 8uit.iblc legislation 
njight limit or prevent the employment of 
Chinamen without breaking faith with 
contractors. However, m the course of 
time, the commisaiun has been appointed, 
but its composition is not satisfactory to 
the public. It is considered that a griev- 
ance BO deep- seated and harmful to us, 
so long complained of and so little re- 
quited, should not be attemjitod to be 
dealt witli by a couuni.ssion winch labors 
under the aoove disadvautago. Mr. 
Chaploau will do well to consider whether 
he can at present occupy himself better 
than in reconimenditiK to the Dominion 
> government suitable action under the eir 
cumstances while time yet remains. A 
proper inquiry must take months, as iiul 
only Victoria, but iSanamio, New W'e.st- 
iniiistor and other districts, iilao the 
whole line of the railway (if it is intended 
to make a full iiuiuiry) re(]uire to bo 
visited. More traveling almig the rail- 
way would take as much time, ^inne 
Bay, is proposed for Mr. Chapleau s wholu 
visit. The commission should be com- 
posed of three persona, of whom one 
ahould be nominated by the provin- 
cial gcnrernmout. There ought to hi; u 
report, as usual, with the evidence at- 
tached. Sittings should bo at suitable 
places and times, not, as seeina to be pro- 
posed in Victoria, during workmen's 
hours. We have too long .siill'ered from 
this Chinoae curse to be patient under 
postponed legislation, followed by an in- 
quiry made under arrangements that are 
not generally satisfactory to tiie public. 
At the aanio time if wo cannot have u 
suitable commiaaion it will be wise to 
make the beat use of the commission 
about to sit by placing ample evidence 
before it. It would be the height of im- 
policy to ignore it. 

TUK QUESTION Ob' TUE HOUR. 

For years this province has cried out 
against the invasion of the Chinese, but 
it is only of late that the cry has reached 
the ears of the country's rulers. They 
have now redeemed their proiiii.se made 
at the last seasion of tlit; Dominion purlia- 
ment by apjjointiiig a couiiiiisainn lo in- 
quire into the evil and to advise the best 
course to be pursued. It is to be hoped 
thoy will be convinced of the unfortunate 
influence the.-iu people exert upon the pros- 
perity of the province and tliat their report 
may be the means uf inducing piirliaiiient 
to pass a restrictive law. The members 
of the commission on their way to Vic- 
toria visited San Fmncisco where they had 
an opportunity of seeing the Chinesu at 
their worst. They need not e.vpect to 
find their condition in tlii.'i univince so 
bad, but it is only becaust; their si-llle- 
ment here is on a smaller scale. .\11 llie 
evils attending these people will be found 
to exist here, and though they do not ap- 
pear in such virulent forms they are grow- 
ing daily. Every month several hundred 
Chinese are landed at this port. Some of 
these are smuggled acn-.s-i tin- Sound; the 
rest disappear within the precincts of 
Chinatown and are seen no nKjre. That 
is to aay, they make no appreciable differ

their great iucrease in numbers. Thix 
only proves what has a' way.i been alleged 
against them: That they crowd into their 
dwellings literally as clo.m-ly as they can 
be packed. 'J'he uuwholesoinuneaa of sucii 
a manner of living ia too evident to 
need any discussion. Their opium dens 
and vile, close quarters must in time 
become breeders (jf disease, and in case 
of epidemic would greatly incroase the 
mortality, 'i'liere c.-m hardly ho two hon- 
est opinions in regard icj tlii^ olfect of llie 
Chinese on the developinent of the coun- 
try. It must be plain to all that they re- 
tard itii ' progress. Most of the money 
they earn noes n<jt circulate in this coun- 
try, but returns t(jClinja. 'i'iiu same num- 
ber of white peo])le, beiot; consiiui jr.-f, 
would have doubled the trade of lliis city; 
but tlie Uhinese iiiip(jrt most of llieir 
supplies from China. But after all the 
most serious objection to these people ia 
the fact of their being an alien race— a 
race that can never assimilate with our 
own. Thoy degrade labrjr, fur white men 
and women abhor the idea uf associaimg 
with heathens; nor is it desirable that it 
should bo otherwiao. Tliey will, there 
fore, UBUrp the places that rightfully bo- 
long to our rising generation. They oc- 
cupy tho positions that should be filled 
by our boys and girls in agricultural 
pursuits, manufactures and iKjusehold 
service. These are facts to which the 
conimiasion will have their attention 
drawn during their aittinga here — that is, 
if tbe advocatoa of \\ restrictive policy 
are in earnest.

PLUCKY BRIT1§II TAKS. 

Five !!(:iilors and a ITIariiie Do' 
r<-at IV'earl}' lOO Us^yptiitiiK. 

A few days since there occurred at 
I'ort Said an extraordinary fracas lie- 
tweeii some English aailort and a nuiiiher 
of Egyptian troops and sailors. A mail 
steamer had occasion to wait at Port Said 
for a short time, but had barely como to 
iier moorings when her passengers noticed 
a boat leaving tho side of tlie British war 
vessel .\le.'iander, which was statiniuid 
there. 'I'he boat contained lour sailors 
and one marine, and appeared to have left 
the vessel surreptitiously. It had gone 
some distance from the Alexandra before 
tho flight was discovered, and immediately 
signals wore pa-ssod to an Egyptian ves.sel 
which was near them, to stop the fugitives. 
.•V boat was lowered from tho Egyptian 
vessel, and manned by nine sailors u(4d an 
officer. When the English sailors saw 
that they were being followed they waited 
until their pursuers came up to them, 
when with extraordinary quicknea.s they 
pitched the whole of tho Egyptians into | 
the water, afterwards capsizing their boat. 
The Egyptians for safety clung to the gun- 
wall of the English boat, but were soon 
knocked off by the tars, who pulled for the 
shore. On approaching tho shore a force 
of Egyptian soldiers, to tho nnniber of 
about 50 men, was found to be wiiitiiig to 
stop the sailors. The Eiii;lishineii were 
unarmed, but niithing daunted, thoy com- 
menced to "pitch into" tho Egyptians right 
and left, knocking them down like nme- 
pins. Kindinc that even the 50 were un- 
able to withstand the pugilistic onslaught 
of the live, reiiiforceinentH were sent for. 
Sniiie fiO other Egyptians arrived, but 
many of the new comers were also placed 
/o./.s (/(• i-())iibat before the tara wore finally 
secured. The five fugitives, whose cour- 
age and ability were worthy of a better 
caii.sp, were taken back to their ship, their 
clothes being literally torn from tlu-ir 
backs, their white straw hats being the 
only portion of their apparel intact. .-V.s 
the .sailor.s were passing the mail steamer, 
the passengers, in admiration of their 
pluck, forgot thoir breach of duty, and 
gave them a hearty cheer, a compliment 
which was paid to the erring tars by their 
own comrades as they approached the 
.Alexandra. — Paris News.

Almost u Trashed}'. 

Yesterday evening, upon Mount Royal, 
a most determined attempt at self-destruc- 
tion was luado by a man named 'i'lioinas 
J. Alder. Tho spot chosen for ihe deed 
was one of the must exc|uiaue U[iuii tho 
entire mountain. Shut in by a tliick iii- 
torweaving of trees, and covered with a 
fragrant undergrowth, which invitea re- 
P'jse, it is of all places in thu world the 
least likely to be the scene of tragedy. 
With revolver, 91.' cartridges, and tender 
farewell letters in his pocket, Alder chose 
this spot to put an end to hia lifo. Ho 
fired two shuts point blank at his head, 
then fell forward upon a jagged atone, 
which inflicted a terrible wound iipion hia 
temples. He appears to have crawled a 
few yards nearer the little walk which 
runs like a thin thread through the silent 
glado, and then he fired again, this time 
at his heart. Mr. McGibbon'a men wero 
returning from their work. 'J'hey heard 
tho shots, rushed forward and saw tliQ 
man lying prune upon tho earth, tho pis- 
tol at some d stance friun him iJorritied 
by what thoy saw, they lost tlieir proa- 
01100 of mind, and, instead of roiidcriug 
any assistance, thay rushed tu iMr. Mc- 
Gibbon's residence. Fortuiiatoly , hu was 
at homo, and immediately proceudud to 
the spot, which wasijuiteat bund. Hero 
they found Alden livid as death, his teeth 
tightly clinched, and his hands sjiasmud- 
ically clutching tho yrass. They saw tho 
twu bullet holes in hia forehead and oiio 
in his left breast. The latter vvoiiuil was 
bleeding profusely, and his shirt was sat- 
urated with the oozing blood. Tho pistol 
was lying a few yards from him, and the 
box of cartridiios still farther distant, 
ilr. McOibbiui asked him did be in- 
liicl the woniida. Ho faintly niur- 
iiiurod "Vea." He was further asked 
why he did so, but he shook his 
head. He writhed m agony; and franti- 
cally pressed his hands to his breast. Hu 
was carried to the nearest drinking trough 
where hia face, hand and breast were laved 
with water, but he appears to have lapsed 
into insensibility. iMr. iMctjibboii tiieu 
sent one of bis men for a cab in which, af- 
ter being searched, ho was conveyed tu tho 
Konural hospital. Among tho effects found 
on his person were some letters. Upon 
the cover of one was the fullowinir: — 

"Please care for ray dear wife, -Mrs. Jem- 
ima Alder, Britousvillo, Morin, county Ar- 
gontioul. Lord have morcy on my sauL The 
pencil and knife — (these were found iu his 
pockets also)- are for pom- Hob." 

The b tiers and meniorniula, wore as fol- 
lows: "Oh, that my dear Saviour would 
plead to my Father for mo to givo me 
strength, for without it I am not able to 
live much longer. Kiss Lizzie, and Hob, 
and George and .-Vlbcrt and baby, and let it 
be a last farewell kiss. J. Alder." Again, 
"I am so weak and so desponding I du not 
know what to do, and not able to work for 
my family. Good-bye and God bless you 
all, is my sincere desire from my whole 
heart, pray for m^, dearest, and as long as 
you hove breath praise the Lord while you 
are young." On auollier page— " I am so 
melancholy I wish J was dead and in heaven 
I am HO weak and nervous 1 hardly kuow 
what I am doing. My poor, ileur wife and 
children, I am not lung for this world, 
Lord have mercy upon you all, aud may tho 
Lord provide for you all. — Y'our loving hus- 
band, T. Alder." Then follow several 
vorsos of poetry, such as: — 

"Depth of moroy can there be, 
Morcy still rosorved for me; 
Can my God His wrath forbear. 
Me the chief of siuuers spare." 

Then to his wife ho writes: — 

"My Dear Jemima: — Pleaso send nie 
a few dollars for 1 want a little money, if 
you have any. I suppose the VA'iiidsor 
Hotel will give you ioine money, I hope 
you are quite well and all the children. 
Give my love to them all. 1 remain your 
affectionate husband, T. O. Alder, 

Montreal ." 

Although in this letter he asks for 
money it coiit.iined $7. Mr. McGibbon 
said ho had all the appuarunca uf a man 
who had been halfstarved. He had a 
pinched, cadaver jua appearance with thin 
face and hands. The unfortunato man 
appears to liavo been already a patient in 
tho general hospital in which ho had been 
treated for dyspepsia. 

On enquiry at the general hospital Dr. 
Gray states that the unfortunate man, 
though somewhat improved since the 
time of hia admission, is still in a precariouj> 
condition. — Montreal Witness.

They Scare the Lords at Bir- 
mingham. 

Bin.Mi.vdHASt, Aug. 5. — ^In connectiou 

with the great reform demonstration here 

yesterday, a meeting was held at Bingloy 
Hall. There were '20,000 people present. 
Speeches were made by John Bright and 
Jos. Chamberlain, president of tho Board 
of Trade. Mr. Bright said tho tory ma- 
jority in the house of lords was aoiuatod 
by the aama bitter hatred of the liberals, 
as ill 1832. They were the spawn of the 
bluuddi's and tho wars and the corruption 
of the dark ages of history. Thay had 
entered tliv temple of honor not through 
the porch of merit, but through the 
aepulchers of their ancestors. They woro 
no better than their fathers, Some of 
I hem were worse, for their privileges had 
produced ignorance and arrogancy. In 
reference to the reform of tho houso of 
lords. Bright declared it waa urgent. The 
creation of new peers was absurd. To 
pass tho franchise bill would only gat rid 
of tba present dilhculty. Should the 
people submit, or should they curb the 
nobles <is their fathers had curbed tho 
kings of England? Bright then ax- 
plained tho iiiaiinor in which ho would 
like to see tba power of the lords re- 
stricted. Ho would allow tho peora to re- 
tain their present pmvera during the first 
session, and that a bill sluHild ba preaeiited 
to them, but he would absolutely preclude 
llioin from the voting franchise. Oliam- 
berlain read a long and powerful attack 
upon the Queen. "The divine right of 
kiiij;s," he said, "had been acknowledged 
to 1)0 as dangeroua as the divine rii^lu of 
peers was ridiculous. It was a figment. 
H tho lords rcniainod ijbstinate in oppo- 
sition to the popular will, tho present agi- 
tntioD would continue to the bitter end. 
Ho looked forward with eager hope to the 
result of this agitation. England, tho 
clinsen home of a sorf-governod people, 
ever would bo aubsarviont to the insolent 
pretensions of the hereditary class." The 
sentiiuonts of the speaker received en- 
tlmsiasLic applauso. A resolution was 
adopted denouncing tho action of tho 
lords in rejecting tho reform of franchise 
bill.

'I'itc Largest Oi*{;iiin in the world 

A recent number of the English Me- 
chanic records tho completion of what is 
said to be the largest organ in tho world. 
It was built by Welcker, of Lud^figs- 
burg, and has just boon placed in the 
Ciitliedral ChurclL of Riga. This colossal 
iiiBlr iiiieut measures 30 feet in width, 32 
feet from back to front, and is 65 feel 
fout high. It contains no less than G,8'2ti 
pipes, distributed amongst 124 sounding 
sto|)s. Moat of tho pipes ar'j constructed 
of metal, but many are of wood, especially 
the larger ones. They are of all shapes 
and sixes from tho giant tube of 32 feet 
down to tho tiny whistle of only an inch. 
Almost every variety of tone and pitch 
can bo produced by this "king of instru- 
moiits"; the trumpetand tho trombone, tho 
fiddle and the iluto, and many other iu- 
strunieuts, aro all roprosonted. Human 
powor is not called upon to supply tho 
capaci(juH lungs of this musical giant, tho 
boUoWH-feedors being worked by means of 
a water-engine of 4-horaB-power. In 
glancing over tho list of stops, some fine- 
souiidmg iiamoa occur, and if tho sounds 
which thoy yield are aa beautiful as thuir 
names would suggast, it will be readily 
admitted that tho instrument ia capable 
of producing heavenly muaic. Among 
such names are: — Yox Aiigolioa, Har- 
monia /Etheria, Voix celeste, &c. It is 
open to tpieatiou, however, wlielhor tho 
above is really the largest organ in the 
world, nnd it certainly is not if we take 
tho total iiuiubor of pipes as a standard 
of coQinarison. Our own Albert Hall 
organ contains 7,428 pipes and 111 stops, 
not to mention tho Roosevelt organ in 
Garden City, N". Y. , with 7,031 pipes and 
116 sound stops, and perhaps onu or two 
others might be mentioned as containing 
more pipes, though fewer stops.

Aud Explains the Action of 
tlie House of JLords. 

LoHOON, July 30. — In his address at 

the conservative gathering Lord Salisbury 

said that the eccentric and abnormal man- 
ner of tho government was the cause of 
the unusual block of business in tho house 
of coniinons, but as the controversy dovel- 
oped candor increased and he hoped that 
before the discussion was concluded all 
hollow pretences would be exposed. Had' 
the franchise bill passed Mr. Gladstone ■ 
would have shuwn hia opponents very lit- 
tle mercy in his redistribution bill. Mr. 
Gl&dstono was anxious to increase the re- 
presentation from the remote dutriota,bo- 
cauac while the heart of the .oountiy WSS) 
turning tory the circumference grew mora 
liberal. While the house of lords had nn 
right to force a dissolution of parliament 
they wero entitled to disapprove of any 
measure presented them. If tho govern- 
ment objectud tliey could appeal to the 
country. Mr. Bright wished to dispose 
of tho house of lorda. Ho (Lord Salisbury) 
was prepared to discuss the question. If 
the lorda shirked their duty because of the 
radicsla' objection to thair constitution 
they were guilty of cowardice. 

In tho commons Mr. Gladstone in reply 
to a o.uestion from Labouchore said tho 
government had no intention of again 
moving the second reading of the franchise 
bill, though the lords had not formally re- 
jected it.

Tho Hin'ricn, Ga., 
iVewi' says that the life of K. Q. Hous- 
ton was saved by inosqiiitocs ilrawing 
the poison of a raltlosuake bite from 
his leg while his companions loft him 
in a swamp to procure medical assist- 
ance. 

Ex-Governor Prescott, of New Hamp- 
shire, has secured 170 portraits of dis- 
tinguished men for the State House, 
Darmouth College, his alma mater, and 
Exeter Academy, where he received his 
earlier education. Among ihe.so at 
Exeter are portraits of Daniel Webster, 
Edward Everett, Lewis Cass, Jarod 
Sparks and George Brancroft. 

A recent edition of the New Orleans 
I'icayune was printed on paper made 
of bagasse, tho re.fusu of sugar cane 
after tho juice is s(iueozed out, and the 
event has created i|\iite a stir among 
the paper manufiicinrers.

described, and dosorts of rock ami 
sand varying from 50,000 to loU.OOO 
square miles are thrown in, that would 
give a picture of the Soudan. 

Tho name of" tho inventor of tho 
thermometer ia unknown, and the ear- 
liest mention of it as n sciontilic appli- 
ance, then fifty years oltl, was in a 
work by Dr. R- Fludd, publislied in 
1638. As to tho instrumoui as it now 
exists, Robert Hooke suggested tho use 
of the freezing point, Halley tho boil- 
intr point and the substitution of mer- 
cury for spirit, and Newton blood beat. 
Fahrenheit, although a Gorman by 
birth, was a protege of James 1, and 
died iu Eugluntl. Keaniur's thermom- 
eter in its litial form owes it origin to 
Do Luc; aud iiltbough tho centigrade 
thermometer is almost universally at- 
tributed to Celsius, it was really in- 
vented by LiDiKuus. Celsius instru- 
ments had its scale tho reverse way, 
the boiling point being degrees and 
freezing point LOO degrees, 

The Man-FroK mul Man-Goose. 



Tho man-frog was lirst exhibited in 
1866, at a Froncii country foto. He had 
a stout, ill>shapen body, covered with 
a skin like a lualhor bottle, and a face 

exactly liko a frog's, largo eyes, an 
enormous mouth, aud tho skin cold and 
clammy. Ho attracted a good deal of 
attention from tho Academy of Medi- 
cine, aud a delegate was deputed to 
make him an object of study. Ho went 
all over France; and, at the end of a 
few years, retired to his native place, 
Pupro, in Gers. Man with the goose's 
head was first shown at the Ginger- 
bread Fair in 1872. He was twenty 
years of age, had round oyes, a long 
and flat nooso tho shape and size of a 
goose's bill, and immonsoly long neck, 
and was without a single hair on his 
head. He only wanted feathers to 
make him complete. The eflect of his 
interminably long neck lwisliu<r about 
was extremely ludicrous, aud was so 
much appreciatod that liis receipts 
were very large. Ho now p.issos under 
his proper name of Jean Kondior, and 
is established at Dijon as a photo- 
grapher. Ho is married, and, thanks 
to enormously high collars and a w ig, 
is tolerably presentable. — Ckambcr'a 
•Journal. 



An Estimate of* John Bright. 



He is not known, and ho never will 
be known, as a great administrators n,* 
a great legislator, or a groat master of 
parliamentary detail. Ho cannot even 
be considered a debater of tlio lirst 
order. Ho is a mau, iiowever, just as 
indispensable to the legislatiou which 
has been accomplished during iiis ca- 
reer as tho minister who conducts a 
bill through parliament. As an orator 
he has acquired an equal renown in 
the House of Commons and on popular 
platforms. Such are tho power and 
fervor of bis cloquoiioe that it has al- 
ways constituted a forco with whicti 
responsiblo statesmen liave been com- 
pelled to reckon. Disracii once said 
of Cobdon that "ho was the irreatest 
politician that the upper middle class 
of England had producud, and that he 
was not only an ornament to tho House 
of Commons, but an honor to his coun- 
try." It may be asserted of Mr. Bright 
that ho has .surpassed all his contem- 
poraries in the art of giving simple and 
weighty expression to the views and 
aspirations of tho English multitude. 
He has been called a demagogue. As 
a matter of fact no man was ever less 
of a demagogue. Had he been c.ijiablo 
of pandering to tho |)opular senliuK'uL 
of the hour, ho would not have resisted 
the Ten Hours Bill, nor would ho have 
lost his seat for Manchester twenty- 
seven years ago by denouncing the for- 
eign policy of Lord Falmerston Iq 
China and in Russia. li would bo un- 
just to say of him that ho was ever tho 
mere mouth-jjioco of public feeling. 
He has acted as the champion of the 
popular cause just so far as ho could 
identify that cause with, and vindicate 
it by reference to, what have seemed 
to him to be the eternal laws of justice 
and right. There wore radicals before 
Mr. Joiiu Bright. There are, and will 
continue to be, radicals after biru. But 
as ho had little in common with many 
of those who were spoken of as lii.s 
allies at the beginning of his public 
life, so he has slight sympathy with tho 
most powerful and representative radi- 
cals whom ho sees round him as tho 
shadows of hi.s life bojiin to lengthen.

Criiden's Concord- 
ance to the Bible gives ancle, and so 
does Mrs. Cowden Clarke in the .soli- 
tary use of tho word by Shaks]jeiro. 
Bryan writes anklo ("Don Juan," iii. , 
72;) but Tennyson writes ancle, exce])t 
when he uses tho word in conjunction 
wit,h another, when ho writes ankle, as 
in ankle-bells. This seems curious; 
and I am not aware if the laureate's 
variations in tho spelling of this word 
has been remarked by bis commeutor.
